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PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

My  Annual  Report  is  this  year  again  curtailed. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  maintained.  The 
incidence  of  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  was  on  the  whole  small, 
with  the  exception  of  Measles  and  Diphtheria.  The  relatively 
high  incidence  of  diphtheria  was  due  to  a localized  epidemic  in 
Gilfach  Goch  which  has  recurred  for  a few  years  now.  This 
particular  area  seems  to  lx;  heavily  infected  with  the  diphtheria 
germ  and  many  of  the  cases  appear  to  be  of  the  gravis  type 
There  is  a good  deal  of  congestion  and  relative  overcrowding  in 
Gilfach  Goch  which  makes  matters  worse.  One  means  of  tackling 
all  Infectious  Diseases  in  my  view  is  by  improving  the  environ- 
ment, i.e.,  better  housing,  more  space  in  the  house  per  person, 
a better  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  house  and  more  of  a garden 
area  than  is  to  be  found  at  present. 

I am  bound  to  mention  again  the  inadequacy  of  the  Isolation 
Hospital  buildings,  and  all  that  it  entails. 

With  regard  to  Diphtheria  Immunization,  I have  to  make  the 
same  complaints  as  in  previous  years,  that  in  spite  of  all  that  has 
been  done,  parents  will  not  have  their  children  immunized  and 
even  when  forms  have  been  signed,  parents  will  not  bring  their 
children  to  be  immunized  even  after  three  or  four  reminders  have 
been  sent  them  by  post. 

With  regard  to  Housing — a certain  amount  of  difficulty  has 
been  found  in  getting  housing  repairs  done;  many  reasons  being 
put  forward  by  house  owners  and  contractors,  the  chief  being 
shortage  of  materials  and  labour. 

The  Council  bought  two  new  Sun-ray  lamps — a duo-therapy 
for  general  treatment  and  a Kromayer  for  specialized  and  local 
treatment.  At  present  both  these  lamps  are  kept  at  the  Tonyrefai] 
clinic. 

A certain  amount  of  Sun-ray  work  has  been  undertaken  for 
other  Local  Authorities. 

Another  Nursery  Centre  was  opened  at  Church  Village.  It 
is  accommodated  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  Council’s  Maternity 
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and  Child  Welfare  Clinic.  The  garden  at  the  back  of  the  building 
has  been  turfed,  thus  providing  a safe  playground  during  the 
dry  weather. 

In  regard  to  maternity  cases,  the  striking  feature  this  year 
has  been  the  number  of  expectant  mothers  who  wanted  to  be 
confined  in  hospital.  It  was  impossible  to  satisfy  the  demand; 
it  was  found  to  be  a difficult  year  in  this  respect. 

We  have  again  been  fortunate  in  that  no  enemy  action 
occurred  in  the  area  during  the  year. 

Soldiers  billeted  in  the  surrounding  area  have  been  given 
facilities  for  bathing  at  the  First  Aid  Post. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  my  staff  for  their 
work  and  also  the  Civil  Defence  Services  Personnel  for  their 
continued  loyalty  and  also  the  local  W.V.S.  for  the  willing  help 
always  given  when  required.

FEVER  HOSPITAL. 

1 must  again  emphasize  the  great  difficulty  in  working  this 
hospital  for  the  reasons  1 have  mentioned  in  previous  Annual 
Reports.  Staffing  and  accommodation  difficulties  are  extremely 
acute. 

Prevalence  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

There  was  an  increase  in  tlie  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases 
notified  and  a decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough  notified  but  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  Measles. 

Two  cases  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  were  notified  as  compared 
with  four  for  1942.  One  case  of  Typhoid  was  notified. 

With  regard  to  the  other  Infectious  Diseases  there  was  not 
much  difference  in  the  numbers  notified.

HOUSING. 

The  housing  position  is  still  serious  and,  owing  to  the  short- 
age ol  labour  and  materials,  some  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
in  getting  satisfactory  repairs  carried  out.  The  demand  upon  the 
services  of  building  contractors  is  so  great  that  often  they  are 
unable  to  commence  work  until  several  months  after  having  been 
instructed.  For  this  reason,  and  because  of  high  costs,  property 
owners  often  employ  inexperienced  amateurs  for  work  which  only 
a skilled  craftsman  could  carry  out  in  a satisfactory  manner,  with 
the  inevitable  result  that  the  quality  of  the  work  suffers. 

In  spite  of  the  difficulties,  however,  every  effort  has  been  made 
during  the  year  to  get  essential  repairs  carried  out  and,  in  cases 
in  which  it  has  appeared  that  owners  or  their  agents  were  not 
making  genuine  efforts  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  notices 
which  had  been  served  upon  them,  legal  proceedings  were  in- 
stituted. Hut  even  in  such  cases  magistrates  are  rather  reluctant 
to  make  an  Order,  and  usually  adjourn  the  case  for  a month  or 
so  in  order  to  give  the  person  concerned  a further  opportunity 
to  carry  out  the  work.  Usually  this  course  has  the  desired  effect. 

Eradication  of  Bed-bugs. 

During  the  year  1(5  Council  houses  and  38  other  houses  were 
found  to  be  infested  in  varying  degrees  with  bed-bugs  and  were 
treated  with  sulphur  dioxide  or  with  proprietory  brands  of  disin- 
fectants or  insecticides  such  as  Izal,  Kilgerm  and  Zaldecidc.  In 
Council  houses  the  work  of  disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  the 
Council’s  workmen,  but  in  other  houses  it  was  usually  done  by 
the  occupiers  under  the  direction  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 
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Public  Cleansing. 

There  have  been  complaints  from  time  to  time  of  house- 
holders throwing  household  rubbish  in  streams  and  thereby  pol- 
luting them.  Such  rubbish  is  also  thrown  into  back  lanes.  It  is 
impossible  to  pin  down  the  culprits. 

Smoke  and  Dust  Nuisances. 

Many  complaints  come  in  from  the  Parish  of  Llantwit  Fardre 
and  from  that  part  of  the  Llantrisant  Parish  along  the  main  road 
from  Llantwit  to  Mwyndy. 

Not  only  do  the  stacks  emit  large  quantities  of  grit  and  this 
is.  blown  into  the  Llantwit  area  when  the  wind  is  from  the  East, 
but  the  lorries  taking  the  grit  from  its  dumps  at  the  South  Wales 
Power  Station  to  the  pits  at  Mwyndy  spill  a tremendous  amount 
on  to  the  main  roads  during  their  progress.  This,  when  it  dries, 
is  blown  into  gardens  and  houses,  both  by  the  natural  winds  and 
by  the  draught  caused  by  vehicular  traffic.  Representations  have 
been  made  on  many  occasions  to  the  proper  authorities. 

Roads. 

There  are  in  the  district,  far  too  many  ' private  ’ roads,  the 
surfaces  of  which  have  never  properly  been  made  up.  These  are 
a disgrace  and  a danger  especially  in  the  dark.  It  is  easy  to  knock 
ones  feet  against  large  stones  or  twist  ones  ankles  in  pot-holes. 
Besides,  the  surface  causes  great  jolting  to  vehicles  with  wearing 
cut  of  tyres. 

Since  the  war  I have  noticed  a week-end  habit  of  placing  on 
the  road  surfaces  quantities  of  broken  glass.  This  is  getting  worse; 
and  I have  noticed  that  it  seems  to  be  done  deliberately.  Frequent- 
ly broken  glass  is  put  in  a ‘ Straight  line  ’ across  the  roads.  Few 
roads  have  escaped  this  treatment.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  4 licensed  producers  of 
Graded  Milk  in  the  district.  One  licensed  for  the  production  of 
1 .T.  Milk  and  !1  for  Pasteurized. 

Meat  Inspection. 

Butchers’  meat  sold  in  the  district  is  distributed  from  Ponty- 
pridd by  the  Wholesale  Meat  Traders'  Association,  Ltd.  (acting  as 
agents  for  the  Ministry  of  Food)  and  is  inspected  at  the  place  of 
slaughter.  This  applies  to  both  home-killed  and  imported  meat 
and,  consequently,  it  is  unusual  to  find  any  diseased  condition 
which  would  render  it  unlit  for  human  food.  Condemnation  of 
meat  of  this  class  has  usually  been  due  to  deterioration  during 
storage. 

As  in  previous  years  a number  of  pigs  were  killed  for  domestic 
consumption  by  their  owners,  under  licence  issued  by  the  Food 
Executive  Officer.  The  total  number  of  licences  issued  is  not 
known  but  in  92  cases  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of 
slaughter  was  given  to  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  by  the  owners 
with  the  object  of  having  the  pigs  inspected  and,  as  in  other  years, 
a few  were  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis.  The  affected 
parts  were  surrendered  for  disposal,  usually  quite  readily,  but 
sometimes  with  some  reluctance.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that 
some  of  the  pigs  which  were  not  inspected  were  also  affected  to 
some  extent  and  were  consumed  by  the  owners  and  their  families. 
This,  in  my  opinion,  is  a matter  which  calls  for  some  action.
